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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-91 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a method and system for analyzing 
telecommunications data relating to a business entity, using business entity aggregation 
criteria wherein each independent claim (i.e. claims 1, 31 and 62) require, inter alia, 
checking for errors in the telecommunication provider invoices and discrepancies 
between the billing data and the translation table data; providing forecasts from the 
telecommunication provider invoices and combinations of consolidated 
telecommunication data and including a data querying application accessible to the 
business entity that is capable of performing the search, selecting the desired data, or 
other processing of the data. 

Prior art (U.S. 7,076,036 Johnson) teaches aggregating call processing data from 
telecommunication provider invoices and comparing selected parameters to forecast 
network resources and cost effectiveness based on comparison (coL 5 line 59 - col. 6 
line 8). However, the Examiner was unable to apply Johnson as prior art since Johnson 
application was filed 17 October 2001 which is well after the current application effective 
filing date of 02 March 2001 .
